CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1 . A guitar stand, comprising: 

a first short hinge leaf, used to fasten the guitar stand to th e gu i ta r a guitar w i th scr e ws using 
two of the existing screws that hold the guitar neck plate in place : 

a second long hinge leaf, with attached cross plate that stabilizes the guitar stand; 

a hinge pin, that holds the short hinge leaf and long hinge leaf of the hinge together; 

a cross plate, with two extension feet, that is riveted to the second long hinge leaf; 

a pair of vinyl boots, that cover the extension feet on the cross plate; 

a VELCRO® fastener, attached to the cross plate of the guitar stand; 

a mating VELCRO® fastener, attached to the rear of the guitar.
